A criminal jury term of court 
was held at the Coffee County 
Courthouse in Elba recently 
with all three Circuit Judges (ic, 
Judge Thomas E. Head Il, 
Judge Steven Blair and Judge 
Bill Barr) present for the pur- 
pose of bringing the cases to 
resolution 

District Attorney Gary 1 
McAliley, who. serves the 
Twelfth Circuit as its chief law 
enforcement officer, suid he was 

very satisfied so many felony 
cases Were resolved during the 
Elba criminal jury term of 
court...” He praised “.:local law 
enforcement officers for their 
hard work and professional 
excellence in bringing so many 
criminals to justice.” 

Those cases resolved are as 
follows 

* Tennyson Bender, a former 
Elba Work Release inmate was 
declared guilty of willful failure 
of inmate to remain in extended

Think Safety 
Before You Climb 


Bow season is off to a good start with several kills reported. 
Unfortunately, there have already been a few accidents related to 
hunting in elevated stands. Since more deer hunter injuries occur as 
a result of tree stand accidents than firearms accidents, we need to 
be as careful climbing that tree as we are with handling our firearms. 

Regardless of what type stand you use, these simple rules will 
reduce the risk of an accidental fall from a tree stand: 

|, Be sure and inspect your tree stand before using it for the first 
time each season. 

Check all stress points for cracks. 

2,Test your stand slightly above the ground to make certain it is 
safe before you climb. Watch and control each step you make. 

3. Be sure your stand is fastened to the tree in a secure manner, 
and on the proper size tree. 

4. Be sure your gun is unloaded before pulling it up or letting it 
down from your tree stand. 

5. Use a quality safety belt when climbing or descending from 
your stand, This is when most accidents occur. 

6. Avoid excessive movement while sitting in a tree stand as this 
can cause you to lose balance. 

7. When using a self-climbing tree stand do not place your weight 
too close to the tree. 

8. Remove all branches that obstruct your draw before shooting a 
bow from a tree stand. 

9, Respect the landowner’s right and do not damage trees. 

10. Beware of any ice that may have formed on the stand, 

11. If you begin to get sleepy, get out of the stand immediately. 
Many falls have occurred when a hunter went to sleep and fell out 
of their tree stand, 

12. Avoid older wooden stands that you are not familiar with. 
They may have rotten wood 

Deer hunting from a tree stand, or other type of elevated stand, 
gives the hunter several advantages, including a broader viewing 
area, better scent dispersion and being out of the natural line of site 
of deer. Hunters once said deer never looked up so deer would never 
see a hunter in a tree stand. This theory proved to be untrue, but a 
deer hunter in a tree stand still has an advantage over a ground 
hunter, 

Scent dispersion is still probably the most important reason to 
hunt from an elevated stand. Under normal wind conditions, even a 
slight breeze will disperse one's scent. An exception to this is when 
downdrafts are occurring and a hunter's scent is blown toward the 
ground, 

Sitting in an elevated stand on a crisp autumn day watching the 
scarlet and golden yellow leaves gently glide to the forest floor is 
rewarding enough to make the hunt a success, even if the deer don’t 
cooperate, 

Just remember to be careful climbing and descending, wear that 
safety harness, and if you get sleepy, climb down and take a short 
nap. No one will ever know.
